Barreled  apple  prices  in  dollars  were  somewhat  higher  on  the  Liverpool  auc- 
tion Wednesday,  March  9,  than  last  week,  according- to  a  cable  from  Pred  A.'Motz, 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for ' the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture.   Boxed  auple  prices  were  slightly  higher.    The  increase  was  practically  all 
accounted  for  by  the  higher  exchange  rate  this  week.    Sterling  prices  were  gener- 
ally about'  the'  same  as  last 'week.  "Barreled  apple  supplies  were  light,  amounting 
to  only  16,000  barrels /  of ' which' 13,^00  were  offered  at  auction.    Supplies  afloat 
are  light.    The  general' condition" of  the  barrels  was  good,  very  few  slacks  being 
in  evidence.    Few  York  fruit  was  almost  free  of  slacks.    Demand  was  active.  The 
weather  was  mostly  clear  and'  cool , '  which'  is  considered  favorable  for  fruit  con- 
sumption.   Virginia  Yorks  and  Pippins  and  Few  York  Baldwins  were  the  only  barreled 
apples  offered  in  any  Quantity. "  'A  few  basketed  Few  York  Baldwins  were  sold,  the 
Combination,  U.  S..Fo.'l  and  Utility,  2^  inch  grade  of  which  ma.de  $1.39  to  $1.43 
per  basket.     The  same  grade  and'  size"  of  Virginia  Stayman  in  tray  boxes  sold  at 
about  $1.57.    Boxed  apple  supplies' "oh  the  market  were  liberal  but  only  light  quan- 
tities were  offered  at  the  auction.    Owing  to  unsatisfactory  prices  a  large  share 
of  the  Winesaps  was  withdrawn  from  the  sale.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good. 
Inquiry  was  slow  for  -Tine  saps'  but'  active  for  Ore -Ton _  Few.towns . 

Prices;  at  London- were  also' higher  than  last  week,  especially  for  barreled 
apples..  The  latter  were  in' light' supply  and  met  with  an  active  inquiry.     The  con- 
dition was  good.    Some  Virginia' Yorks,  Wine saps  and- Staymans  in  tray  boxes  were  in 
evidence.    The  U.  S.  Fo.  l,'2x  inch'  grade  of  Yorks  made  $1.48  per  tray  box  and  the 
same  size  and  grade  of  Wine  saps  $1.52"-  to  $1.53.    Combination,  Fo .  1  and  Utility, 
2i  inch  and  the  Utility,  2x  inch' grade  of  Staymans  sold  at  around  $1.43  per  tray 
box.    The  boxed  apple  situation  for  Wine saps  and  Fewtowns  was  about  the  same  as  at 
Liverpool..    Some'  boxed  Pennsylvania  Wine  saps,  Staymans  a  no"  Yorks,  supplies  of  which 
were  very  light,  were  sold.     The  Fancy,  188/ smaller  size  of  Winesaps  made  around 
$1.56,    Staymans"  '$1.52  and- Yorks  ^1.57  per  box.    Barreled  apple  prices- trere  mostly 
higher  at  London  than  at  Liverpool.    Boxed  Winesaps  were  slightly  higher  but  Few- 
towns  sold  at  somewhat  lower  prices  than  at  Liverpool.
